Heretofore,  students  have  re- 
ceived an  out-of-state  certifica- 
tion and  have  been  allowed  to 
■drive  with  the  plates  of  their 
borne  state,  but  under  the  new 
a’uling,  scheduled  to  take  effect 
next  fall  , out-of-state  students 
must  buy  the  Utah  license  plate 
and  pay  property  taxes  on  the 
car  even  though  the  auto  be  lic- 
ensed and  taxed  in  another  state.

: Tax  commissioners  have  ex- 
plained that  in  1950,  -'when  stu- 
dent out-of-state  cars  were  ex- 
empted from  Utah  plates  and  tax 
payment,  a relatively  small  num- 
ber was  involved.  Today  about 
3500  out-of-state  cars  are  being 
driven  by  college  students  in 
Utah. 


Another  Idaho  solon,  Rep.  Lar- 
ryi  Mills,  urged  Idaho  colleges  to 
use  the  issue  to  campaign  for 
Idaho  students  to  attend  college 
in  that  state  rather  than  coming 
to  Utah. 


This  article  was  written  by  Gotz 
Roggenltamp,  a German  student,  after 
his  studies,  observations,  and  exper- 
iences at  Brigham  Young  University. 


They  have  explained  also  that 
students  have  not  complied  with 
laws  requiring  them  to  obtain 
out-of-state  permits;  and  that  it 
is  difficult  for  law  enforcement 
officers  to  identify  students  from 
tourists,  thus  making  law  en- 
forcement difficult: 


i As  the  Herald  sees  the  ques- 
j tion,  it  is  unfair  to  expect  out-of- 
j state  students  to  pay  a Utah  state 
| propery  tax  on  their  cars.  For 
i one  thing,  they  are  not  in  a pos- 
| ition'  to  reap  many  of  the  ben- 
I efits  their  taxes  would  finance; 
and  for  another,  their  vehicle  pre- 
I sumably  would'  have  been  taxed 
in  their  home  state  already. 


Students  of  Brigham  Young 
University  will  be  affected  by  the 
new  ruling  more  than  any  other 
group  by  the  simple  fact  that 
BYU  has  more  out-of-state  stu- 
dents than  any  other  college.  Uni- 
versity officials  estimate  that 
some  1900  out-of-state  BYU  stu- 
dents bring  automobiles  to  school. 


i There  may  be  more  justifica- 
i tion  for  requiring  a Utah  license 
j plate,  but  this  question  should  be 
I worked  out  on  a basis  of  general 
I policy  among  neighboring  states. 
I For  Utah  to  be  at  odds  with  the 
I general  policy  elsewhere  will 
j serve  to  single  this  state  out  for 
much  bad  and  damaging  public- 
ity. 


The  Herald  is  in  process  of  sur- 
veying the  other  western  states 
to  see  how  they  handle  the  prob- 
lem of  out-of-state  student  cars. 
The  results  will  be  reported  when 
all  states  have,  responded.  Thus 
far,,  we  have  heard  from  Idaho 
and  Montana. 


In  Idaho,  if  a college  student 
has  his  vehicle  currently  licensed 
in  his  home  state  the  license  is 
honored  for  the  school  year. 


If  the  student  becomes  employ* 
ed  after  the  school  term  he  is  ex- 
pected to  license  his  vehicle  the 
same  as  any  other  individual.  No 
personal  property  tax  is  assessed 
against  the  student’s  motor  ve- 
hicle. 


Montana  generally  accepts  and 
honors  the  valid  license  plates  of 
the  student’s  home  state  and  gen- 
erally does  not  require  payment 
of  Montana  property  taxes  on  the 
car.  But,  as  in  Idaho,  if  the  stu- 
dent becomes  gainfully  employed 
in  the  state  or  becomes  a resi- 
dent, then  the  car  must  have  a 
Montana  license  and  pay  the 
Montana  property  taxes. 


We  feel  the  policy  of  the  past 
in  exempting  properly  licensed 
out-of-state  student  cars  from 
Utah  tax  and  license  payment  is 
a good  one,  especially  if  that  pol- 
icy is  reciprocal.  When  a student 
takes  regular  employment  or  es- 
tablishes residence,  then  of 
course,  he  should  pay  both  tax 
and  license  fee. 


Utah  cannot  afford  to  be  at  is- 
sue with  neighboring  states  on 
this  question;  nor  will  a policy  of 
being  too  tough  on  out-of-state 
students  pay  off  in  the  long  run. 
The  policy  followed  must  be  fair 
and  just  in  every  respect.  We  do 
not  believe  the  newly-announced 
Utah  policy  meets  this  test.  We 
feel  it  should  be  reviewed  and 
amended  before  its  effective  date. 


The  letter  from  Dan  Fulton, 
chairman,  Montana  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  added:  “This 
special  treatment  of  students  is 
done  on  a reciprocal  basis  and 
could  be  changed  for  students 
resident  of  a state  which  does 


not  recipricate.” 


The  last  paragraph  may  have 
been  especially  aimed  at  Utah  be- 
cause of  its  recent  ruling. 


An  Idaho  lawmaker,  Rep.  Ar- 
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I would  say  there  are  two  basic 
forms, of  dates:  (1)  the  date  in 
which  the  participants  Jjave  mu- 
tually strong  emotional  relations, 
and  (2)  the  one  in  which  there 
is  a complete  lack  of  mutual  em- 
otional basis.  The  intention  of 
both  forms  of  dates  is  the  search 
for  the  experience  of  “fun,”  and 
the  resulting  satisfaction  if  the 
goal  is  achieved.  Fun  is  defined 
as  “amusement”  which  in  turn  is 
described  as  "being  kept  agree- 
ably occupied.”  The  agreeable 
occupation,  in  other  words  is  the 
goal  of  a date;  if  it  was  obtained, 
the  date  was  successful,  was  sat- 
isfying. 

In  the  date  with  partners  of 
mutually  strong  affection,  this 
satisfaction  is  rather  easy  to  ob- 
tain. The  initiator,  the  boy,  will, 
according  to  the  definition  of  ma- 
ture (true)  affection  by  Erich 
Frromm  (Art  of  Loving),  find 
his  satisfaction  in  providing  for 
the  girl  agreeable  occupation,  in 
taking  her  to  a show  or  to  other 
places  of  amusement,  in  drawing 
her  attention  to  the  experience 
of  a moon  rising  over  the  moun- 
tains, telling  her  stories  which 
can  be  funny  or  allow  her  a 
short  glimpse  into  a world  which 
was  not  hers  until  now,  in  sing- 
ing her  songs,  playing  records, 
taking  her'  on  a hike,  skiing,  or 
just  lying  in  the  grass  and  fol- 
lowing the  clouds  with  their 
thoughts;  in  short,  the  total  and 
broad  scale  of  activities  which 
any  imagination  can  devise  for 
the  agreeable  occupation  of  two 
people.  The  important  thing  is 
that  he  derives  his  satisfaction 
out  of  the  fact  that  he  gives  to 
her  “fun.”  In  short,  the  source 
of  his  satisfaction  is  his  ability 
to  give  to  her  or  to  share  with 
her;  the  being  able  to  give  is  the 
source  of  pleasure,  not  the  receiv- 
ing. But  this  giving  is  not  limited 
to  one  side.  She  gives  to  him  in 
providing  him  with  the  opportun- 
ity to  give,  in  sharing  with  him, 
in  being  amused  and  showing 
this  to  him;  her  return  is  her 
satisfaction.  Of  course,  this  des- 
cribed process  is  not  limited  to 
him  as  the  initiator  of  the  giving 
process;  it  is  a mutual  induction 
in  which  the  original  source  is 
hardly  to  be  discovered.

The  occupation  is 
agreeable  if  his  virility  is  flatter-

To  have  these  times  of  “fun,” 
these  agreeable  occupations,  the 
initiator  needs  a tool,  the  girl,  as 
the  date.  Here  the  fundamental 
difference  to  the  first  category  of 
dates  is  to  be  seen:  the  initiator 
obtains  his  satisfaction  not  by 
giving  but  by  taking.  It  is  the 
satisfaction  of  his  needs  which 
provides  him  with  the  agreeable 
occupation;  his  fun  is  important 
to  him  and  the  furf  of  the  partner 
only  in  so  far  as  her  lack  of  fun 
could  disturb  him.  This  sole  con- 
centration on  the  initiator’s  sat- 
isfaction is  obvious  by  the  fact 
that  he  would  not  repeat  a date 
which  did  not  provide  him  with 
the  desired  amusement,  regard- 
less whether  she  obtained  it  or 
not.

Don,  the  younger  brother  of 
ex-middleweight  champ  Gene,  has 
been  a busy  performer  and  is 
nationally  rated.  He  was  ranked 
among  the  top  ten  in  the  middle- 
weight division  at  one  time  and 
has  fought  such  outstanding  fight" 
ers  as  welterweight  champ  Em- 
ile Griffith,  Portland’s  Phil  Moy- 
er and  London’s  Terry  Downes. 


AGE  DOES  NOT  seem  to  have 
had  any  effect  on  Joe  Deakin,  at 
age  84,  probably  the  oldest  har- 
rier around.  Deakin  won  a medal 
in  the  1908  Olympics  by  coming 
out  on  top  in  the  three  mile  race. 

Now,  55  years  later,  Deakin 
won  the  five  - mile  event  over 
snowbound  roads  in  the  Christ- 
mas handicap  at  Surry,  England, 
Joe  claims  he  is  improving  too. 
He  states  his  time  of  18  minutes 
39  seconds  is  better  than  when 
he  was  only  80. 


NAVY’S  HEAD  football  coach 
Wayne  Hardin  definitely  ended 
speculation  that  he  was  in  the 
running  for  the  coaching  job  at 
Standford.

BYU  students  orphaned  by  war 
are  reminded  by  Dean  McDonald, 
veterans  coordinator,' to  investi- 
gate the  possibility  of  obtaining 
or  extending  educational  bene- 
fits. 

A new  regulation  has  extended 
educational  benefits  beyond  the 
present  age  limit  of  23  for  some 
students.  This  is  especially  true 
for  return  missionaries  and  ser- 
vicemen with  additional  time 
available  corresponding  to  ttye 
length  of  service  or  mission. 

Mr.  McDonald  explained  that 
this  extension  of  benefits  follow- 
ing a mission  applies  only  to 
those  who  were  enrolled  in  the 
program  at  the  time  of  their  mis- 
sion call. 

A war  orphan  was  defined  by 
Mr.  McDonald  as  being  a person 
whose  parent  or  parents  died  in 
the  service  during  World  War  I, 
World  War.
